Wild and weird as is the 
confessional story of his life in which he 
accuses himself of offenses which would 
long since have given a less skillful criminal] 
his quietus, Holmes has m careful to 
shift the main responsibility for the various 
murders with which he admts having been 
connected to other shoulders. Thus, during 
the thirty-eight years of a life devoted al- 
most entirely to law-breaking, this is his 
first experience as a felon on trial for his 
life.

If.“ continued Holmes, his tones trem- 
ulous, if your honor will give me until to- 
morrow to secure additional counsel’’—

lutely forbade them from representing him 
in the case, and declared that he (Holmes) 
would examine the jurors and witnesses 
himself. 

Judge Arnold said he would permit 
Holmes to question the jurers if he so de- 
sired, while counsel considered the ques- 
tion of their proceeding.

DANGEROUS AS MAD DOGS, 


They Are Beaten Off With the Loss of 
Two of Their Number and Martin

TIFFIN, O., Oct. 8. — The drunken, des- 
berate mob which stormed the jail here 
Sunday morning, with the object of lynch- 
ing Lee Martin, has been beaten off after 
two of the assailants were killed; and the 
slayer of Marshall Schultz has been secretly 
conveyed by the police to Sandusky County. 
The mob was not made up of farmers, but 
sprang from the slums and alleys of the 
town. Its members were crazed by whisky, 
blinded by passion, and dangerous as mad 
dogs. Some of these fellows had been 
lurking all night in the neighborhood of 
the jail, but their purpose was scarcely 
suspected, and their capacity for violence 
had been underestimated by the authori- 
ties. 


Shortly after 1 o’clock six men met on 
the lawn near the jail and were presently 
joined by some thirty others. Then a sharp 
whistle was heard, and out of an alley on 
the opposite side of the street and a little 


to the west came fully 300 more, the lead- 
ers carrying a rope and several sledge ham- 
mers with which to accomplish their pur- 
pose. As the mob made the rush toward the 
jail they emitted yells that were blood- 
curdling. A squad of policemen who had 
stationed themselves on the steps were 
whisked to one side as though they were so 
many straws. Officer heliffer, who made a 
brave and fierce resistance, was struck on 
the head with a sledge and kicked brutally. 
He was carried home unconscious and has 
since been hovering ‘between life and death. 
Officer Fisher wa. thrown against a brick 
wall and partially stunned, and Officer 
Hennessy was tumbled over in the grass 
and kept there by a ruffian who held a 
murderous-looking club over him and 
threatened death if he did not lie still. The 
other officers were treated in the same way. 

The mob went direct to the side entrance 
and commenced the onslaught on the door 
with their sledges. They made no demand 
for keys. A powerful teamster wielded the 
sledge. He was one of the agitators who 
appeared early in the morning. The door

Mr. Lee is not attending the trial and his 
whereabouts is unknown. He was stated 
clerk of the St. Louis Presbytery for many 
years and was pastor of the McCausland 
Avenue Presbyterian ‘Church at Benton. 

His wife was an invalid for years and 
spent much of her time in sanitariums. 
Miss Mae Ritchie, daughter of a leading 
family of Benton was an active member of 
the church and the goessips linked her name 
with that of Rev. in a manner that 
stirred the suburb to the bottom. 

Mr. Lee resigned his pastorate last Janu- 
anry ostensibly on account of failing health. 
Soon afterward he disappeared and his wife 
came from Pittsburg to learn what truth 
there was in the cruel rumors. At the crit- 
ical moment she did not have courage to get 
off the train at Benton and went to a rela- 
tive at Kirkwocd. Thence she went to rel- 
atives in Southern Missouri and lived in 
retirement. 

About the time that Rev. Lee left St. 
Louls Miss Ritchie got permission to visit 
relatives in Louisville, Ky. Reports blew 
thick and fast after her departure and her 
family sent word to Louisville for her to 
return. The answer came from the family 
who entertained her that she had gone to 
Birmingham, Ala., to visit other friends. 
Since then neither she nor Rev. Lee has 
been heard from, although a recent report 
had it that he was in St. Louis and others.

Meanwhile, it is the duty of citizens to 
take every known precaution against a 
further spread of the disease. As soon 
as a serious case of sore throat develops 
a physician should be sent for, whose in- 
structions should be strictly carried out. | 
Especially as to isolating the case, where 
it is found to be diphtheritic, no lack of 
vigilance should be allowed. All the dis- 
infectants prescribed should be used, and 
everything that can carry infection and 
cannot be properly cleansed should be 
burned from day to day and not be al- 
lowed. to accumulate.

Mr. Elliott last night said Mr. Debs was 
cheerfully looking forward to his release 
on Nov. 22, when he would visit all the 
branches of the union in the United States. 
Debs is very hopeful for the future of the 
organization and spends his time in prison 
answering the correspondents of the order. 
Since Aug. 22 Mr. Elliott has _ traveled 
through Ihinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Connecticut, Rhode Island and Mas- 
sachusetts, He has established branches of 
the order in all of these States, the total 
number being thirty-nine. He says that ev- 
erywhere he has found the men anxious to 
organize. Of thirty-nine branches, two have 
been organized in New York City, two in 
Jersey City and one in Brooklyn.
